Coos County Delegation Meeting—January 10, 1973 


Meeting was called to order by Chairman Guy Fortier at the 
State House, Concord, N. H., Room 114, January 10, 1973 at 
1200; POM, 


Roll Call found all members present. 


Rep. Oleson nominated Guy Fortier for Chairman and it was 
seconded by Rep. Romeo Desilets. Rep. Valliere moved that 
nominations cease and it was seconded by Rep. Gagnon and was 
so voted and Guy Fortier was duly elected. 


Rep. Brungot nominated Rep. Otto Oleson as Vice—Chairman 
and it was seconded by Rep.

A letter was read from the County Treasurer asking that ap- 
proval be given to borrow $500,000. in anticipation of taxes 
from time to time upon order of the County Commissioners 
pursuant to RSA28:18. Rep. Hunt made a motion to authorize 
the borrowing the $500,000. and it was seconded by Rep. 
Brungot. Vote was by roll call and passed favorably. 


Communication was read from the County Treasurer on Re- 
venue Sharing and stated the first check was received December 
13, 1972 in the amount of $48,623. and a second payment was 
received January 8, 1973 in the amount of $46,659. and it had 
been invested in Government Notes except a portion in the Ber- 
lin Savings Bank. 


Rep. Drake suggested that some capital improvement be made 
with the funds and this was followed by discussion. 


Chairman Fortier suggested a list of members to be on the 
Finance Committee and a motion was made by Rep. Kidder to 
accept the list as presented and it was seconded by Rep. Valliere. 
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The vote was favorable and the following members were elected 
on the committee. Rep. Guy Fortier, Chairman, Rep. Otto 
Oleson, Vice—Chairman, Harry Huggins, Clerk, Rep. Hilda Brun- 
got, Rep. Rebecca Gagnon, Rep. Mabel Richardson, Rep. Romeo 
Desilets, Rep. Dana Lee, Rep. Roger Hunt and, Rep. David Pat- 
rick and Rep.

Public Hearing on 1973 Proposed Budget 


Public Hearing was held at the Berlin Court House in Berlin, 
N.H. February 10, 1973. 


Meeting was called to order by Chairman Guy Fortier at 2:00 
P. M. Father Nichols spoke in regard to community Action and 
Coos County Youth House for adolescents. He asked to have the 
delegation set aside $5000. for the use and set up an advisory 
board. 


Robert Rich asked how it differed from the Alfa House and 
Father Nichols said it was similar, but for a longer stay in many 
instances. Therefore this would be a supplement to the Alfa Pro- 
gram. The Chairman suggested they be represented at the March 
Delegation Meeting. 


Chairman Fortier went over the proposed budget and asked 
for any comments on the items. 


Robert Rich spoke in favor of an increase for attorneys and 
stated that other counties were much higher. Supt. Bouchard 
spoke in favor of Mr. Rich's proposal. Robert Rich spoke on 
jury payrolls and said the extra costs would be due to a longer 
term of court. He also mentioned that two more stenographers 
had to be added due to the two new judges as well as more sup- 
plies used and cost of board and room for the stenographers. 
Supt. Bouchard said they were asking for more for the insti- 
tutions due to higher food cost and wages. Joseph Burke, City 
Manager, suggested participation by the county concerning am- 
bulance service, and suggested the commissioners look into the 
matter. Mr. King spoke about ambulance service in the northern 
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areas and they were largely self—supporting, although some 
towns were not contributing and he thought the county should 
investigate the matter and possibly set up ambulance districts. 
Chairman Fortier asked to have the Commissioners look into 
the matter and report at our next meeting. 


Supt Bouchard explained that the extra cost for the farm was 
due to grain prices and the increase for the nurses home was due 
to the adding of two more nurses for bed patients. 


Robert Rich explained that the money for relocation of Ex- 
tension Service was because they needed more space, which is 
not available in the present location and they might have to rent 
space as many other counties have had to do. 


Commissioner Brungot explained that items with asterisk 
after the amounts could be paid through revenue sharing. 


A new Nursing Home was discussed and Supt. Bouchard read 
a letter from the Assistant Treasurer in regard to the retirement 
system. 


The commissioners stated that there was $20,000. in the bank 
that could be used to reduce the appropriation in the budget. 


Mr. Johnson, from the Coos County Conservation District, 
read a letter from Edwin Frizzell requesting $5000. be inciuded 
in the budget, of which $3,500. would be for salary for the re- 
mainder of the year and $1500. for the operating expenses. 


Mr. King spoke about Regional Planning and noted that un- 
less this was done they could lose federal funds. Mr. Burke stated 
that 75% would have to participate. 

Hearing closed at 3:45 P. M.

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Superintendent Bouchard spoke on Nursing Home and the 
increase was due to increase in salary of nurses and nurses aides 
and the number of patients were up to the limit allowed by their 
permit at this time and their classification may change after 
July 1,.1973. 


Discussion followed as to the age of the patients and it was 
stated that the oldest was 99 and the youngest was 32, but only 
fourteen were below the age of 70, with cost of $13.00 per day 
compared to $17.00 the average for the state. 


Rep. Drake stated there would be a change in Old Age Asssit- 
ance after July 1, 1974. 


Mr. Johnson spoke about Coos County Conservation District 
Funds which were not included in the budget and explained 
the need for the $5000. requested to be used as follows: $3500. 
for salary for the last half of the year 1973 and $1500. for equip- 
ment and other work. Rep. Huggins told Mr. Johnson that this 
would be brought up in executive session and explained and Rep. 
Patrick gave remarks in favor of same. 


Discussion on relocation of Extension Service and it was re- 
commended using basement for storage and building a new 
stairway for same which could reduce the amount raised to 
$1600. 


Superintendent Bouchard spoke about boiler house and jail 
windows needing repairs and the need for anew nursing home 
planning. 


Chairman Fortier declared a recess of one hour for lunch at 
1:00:P2M. 


Meeting was called to order at 2:00 P. M. and _ business 
resumed. 


Father Nichols spoke in regard to a Youth House under Com- 
munity Action Program and asked for $5000. in cash and $4600. 
for clerical work and that a Board of Directors be appointed. He 
stated that this would be for a one year program for boys be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 18. 


Mr. Dennis Farrington asked for one more Probation Officer 
and gave statistics of the increase in work load in recent years. 
Rep Drake said he thought the state should support this function 
and felt that state funds could be made available. 


Extension Service was discussed as to its services which in- 
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cluded Agriculture, Forestry, Home Economics and 4H. 


Commissioner Brungot explained increase in insurance due to 
higher rates and added liability insurance which was to cover the 
prisoners to protect the County from possible suit. He also sta- 
ted in the retirement system that the full number would have to 
be enrolled after this date for which the County’s share would be 
$13,000.00 


Superintendent Bouchard spoke about an incinerator which 
would cost $3000. and is required by law and would have to be 
added to the budget as a special item. 


John Morton, County Treasurer, stated there was $20,000. 
in the bank drawing interest that could be used to reduce tax- 
ation and it was anticipated that approximately $70,000. would 
be due in the next three quarters from revenue sharing. 


Chairman declared the open meeting closed and the dele- 
gation would now go into executive session at 3:20 P. M. 


Chairman Fortier moved that the amount of $10,500. for 
salaries be changed to $9000. and it was seconded by Rep. 
Drake. Roll Call was taken with all voting in favor except Rep. 
Pryor who voted no. 


Rep. Drake moved to reduce the Attorney’s salary from 
$6000. to $5000. and it was seconded by Rep. Patrick. Vote was 
favorable. 


Chairman Fortier moved that the Sheriff’s salary be reduced 
from $4000. to $2000. and it was seconded by Rep. Pryor and 
the vote was favorable. 


The Sheriff’s Dept. was discussed and Rep. Oleson moved to 
delete $7,413. for one full time deputy and equipment and it 
was seconded by Rep. Pryor and voted in the affirmative, 


Rep. Patrick moved to reduce the amount for Sheriff's uni- 
forms in the budget from $2,545.09 to $1500. and it was so vo- 
ted. 


Rep. Drake moved to reduce the amount for both Court 


Houses from $9000. to $8000.and it was seconded by Rep. Hug- 
gins and it was voted in favor of the motion. 


Rep. Drake moved to reduce the amount for stenographer 
under Superior Court from $10,500. to $10,000. and the Sher- 
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iff’s and Deputies from $7000. to $6500. and it was seconded 
by Rep. Patrick and voted in the affirmative. 


Rep. Drake moved to reduce the amount for institutions from 
$327,723. to $320, 000. and it was seconded by Rep. Patrick and 
voted in favor of the motion. 


Rep. Drake made a motion that a committee be appointed to 
make a study to see if it was feasible to phase out the farm and 
it was seconded by Rep. Patrick and the vote was favorable. Al- 
though Rep. Brungot and Rep. Theriault wished to be recorded 
as opposed. Chairman Fortier appointed the following com- 
mittee: Rep. Drake, Rep. Pryor, Rep. Patrick, Rep. Burns and 
Rep. Hunt. 


Rep. Drake moved to reduce the amount for farm from 
$98,518. to $94,000. and it was seconded by Rep. Patrick and 
the vote was favorable. 


Rep. Patrick moved to reduce the amount for jail from 
$37,834. to $35,000. and it was seconded by Rep. Hunt and the 
vote was favorable. 


Rep. Brungot moved to accept the remainder of the Welfare 
budget and it was seconded by Rep. Hunt and the vote was fa- 
vorable. 


Rep. Drake moved to reduce Temporary Loans from $8000. 
to $6500. and it was seconded by Rep. Hunt and the vote was 
favorable. 


Rep. Huggins moved that the amount for relocation of the 
Extension Service be reduced from $2,880. to $1,600. and it be 
used to build a stairway to basement and it was seconded by 
Rep. Patrick and the vote was favorable. 


Rep. Pryor moved that the $3,400. for the Sheriff's cruisers 
be deleted from the budget and it was seconded by Rep. Burns 
and the vote was favorable. 


Rep. Burns moved that the $10,000. for the new Nursing 


Home planning be accepted, but that it could not be used for any 
other purpose and it was seconded by Rep. Drake and was voted 
favorable. 


Rep. Drake moved that Crime Abatement be reduced from 
$5200. to $600. and it was seconded by Rep. Patrick and the 
vote was favorable. 
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Rep. Drake moved that the amount for N. H. District Agency 
would not be used for any other purpose if this item should be 
discontinued and it was seconded by Rep. Hunt and voted in the 
affirmative. 


Rep. Drake moved that $3000. be added to the proposed 
budget for an incinerator for the Coos County Nursing Home 
and it was seconded by Rep. Gagnon and voted in the affirma- 
tive. 


Rep. Patrick moved that $5000. be added to the proposed 
budget for the Coos County Conservation District of which 
$3500. would be for salary and $1500. for operating expenses 
and it was seconded by Rep. Huggins and the vote was favorable. 


Rep. Drake moved that $96,000. be substituted for the 
$79,832. anticipated revenue for all other receipts and the dif- 
ference would come out of revenue sharing and it was seconded 
by Rep. Burns and the vote was favorable. 


Rep. Drake moved that $575,931.98 be raised by taxation 
and it was seconded by Rep. Burns and was so voted . 


Rep. Patrick moved to accept the budget as corrected and it 
was seconded by Rep. Oleson and it was voted in the affirmative. 


Rep. Brungot asked to be recorded as against approving the 
budget on account of certain cuts and Rep. Pryor asked to be 
recorded as against the budget as he considered it too large. 


Rep. Drake moved to adjourn and it was seconded by Rep. 
Bushey and it was voted favorably. 


Meeting adjourned at 5:15 P. M.

The Finance Committee of Coos County met May 19, 1973 
at the Coos County Nursing Home in West Stewartstown, N. H. 


Meeting was called to order by Chairman Guy Fortier at 
10:00 A. M. Roll Call found the following members present: Re- 
presentatives Fortier, Oleson, Huggins, Hunt, Brungot, Gagnon, 
Richardson, Desilets, Lemire, and Patrick.

Bouchard and the County Commission- 
ers be instructed to go ahead with the matters and it was secon- 
ded by Rep. Huggins. Vote was unanimous. 


Chairman read each item of the first quarterly report of the 
commissioners for 1973 and some items were discussed. Rep. 
Brungot made a motion to accept the report of expenditures 
for the first quarter and it was seconded by Rep. Patrick and the 
vote was unanimous. 


Commissioner Brungot asked to have Mr. King speak on the 
Summer Community Action Program, which was a part of the 
O. E. O. Fund. Mr. King stated this was a ten week program for 
the towns in the three northern counties for approximately 129 
disadvantaged children between the ages of 16 and 22 and there 
would have to be funds either from the towns or county to in- 
terview families, draw checks and find jobs for these people. The 
cost was estimated at $30. per child. Commissioner Corrigan 
suggested that Mr. King report back after the meeting Wednesday 
night. Discussion followed. 


Mr. King spoke about the dump in Wentworth Location 
which is an unincorporated town and this would have to be covered 
and another one located which would require a fee for its use, 
as this was polluting the river. The land where the present dump 
is located is owned by Mrs. Grace Turner and there was a question 
as to who was liable for the expense . 


Rep. Lemire moved to adjourn and it was seconded by Rep. 
Hunt and the vote was in favor of the motion.

Mr. King stated that the Fed- 
eral requirements were such that the money would have to be 
used for the disadvantaged families or for the unemployed Viet- 
nam veterans under 29 years of age.

88.00 Phone Calls 


This would cost the Coos County $1800. for its part in the 
program of which 60% of the funds would come in June and 
40% would come in July. Jobs should be such as to be as edu- 
cational as possible and for municipal or non—profit organiza- 
tions. 


Rep. Patrick made a motion that the Coos County Com- 
missioners be instructed to use up to $1800. for this program, 
if necessary, and that they could issue short term notes up to

Commissioner Bergeron explained expenditures for the Berlin 
Court House and Commissioner Brungot stated that Berlin Court 
House needed repairs, which he thought could be paid through 
revenue sharing in the future and the Lancaster Court House was 
near completion. He also stated that Old Age Assistance would 
be increased after July 1, 1973 due to state increase. Soldier’s 
Aid would be reclassified and come under Poor off the farm in 
the future due to recent legislation. 


Mr. King stated that $4500. would be coming from Crime 
Commission to pay for jail windows, which would complete the 
job with the amount appropriated in the budget. 


Chairman Fortier stated the bill passed increasing the wages 
for the County Delegation to $15.00 per day and .12 cents per 
mile for travel. 


Mr. King explained the summer youth program having 161 
employed in the county and expected about one half of the funds 
would be used. He gave a report on Revenue Sharing for the 
$10,000. raised for study of the new hospital and the money 
had been used so far for study of the architect and a plot had 
been located on Cates Hill where water supply and sewerage was 
available and would serve as a dual purpose for the hospital and 
the vocational and technical school. He mentioned a meeting 
had been held August 14, 1973 with Mr. Borchers designating a 
piece of land and price per acre with the state suggesting a price 
of $1000. per acre for the 15 acres. 


Discussion followed by several members with comments 
made by the Chairman that he plans to get a better price at some 
future meeting and the land was now owned by the State of 
New Hampshire under the State Board of Education and the 
purchase would have to be approved by the Governor and Coun- 
cil. Commissioner Bergeron suggested that a meeting be held for 
the purpose suggested by Chairman Fortier. 


Rep. Brungot made a motion that Guy Fortier, Edward 
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Oleson and Lyle Hersom be asked to attend these meetings with 
the Nursing Home Committee and it was seconded by Rep. 
Richardson. Rep. Fortier amended the motion to allow any 
member to attend if they desired, but it would be without 
pay. Vote was favorable. 


Rep. Patrick made a motion to get an option on the land 
after a meeting was held to get a reasonable price on the land. 
This was seconded by Rep. Brungot and the vote was favorable. 
The committee authorized the Commissioners to meet with 
the Education Committee to get a price. 


Mr. King stated that the committee was at a stalemate now 
until an option was made. 


Rep. Patrick moved to accept the report for the second quar- 
ter and it was seconded by Rep. Hunt. Vote was favorable. 


Rep. Patrick moved to adjourn and the vote was favorable. 
Rep. Patrick made a motion to rescind the vote to adjourn and 
seconded by Rep. Hunt and vote was favorable and the meeting 
continued. 


Rep. Patrick made a motion seconded by Rep. Oleson to in- 
struct Chairman Fortier to write a letter on legislative stationery 
to ask the State Man Power Commission to continue their pro- 
gram although money would not be available from the County 
until the end of the year. Vote was taken and passed. 


Commissioner Brungot spoke about a new accounting system: 
and that they had been asked to bring their accounting up to 
date as their present system was outdated and many duplications 
which was unnecessary work. The cost was estimated to be fif- 
teen to twenty thousand dollars, but this could also be taken 
out of revenue sharing. 


Rep. Patrick made a motion, which was seconded by 
Rep. Brungot that the County Commissioners go ahead with a 
study on a new accounting system with the approval of the Fi- 
nance Committee. Vote was favorable. 


Rep. Patrick moved to adjourn and it was seconded by Rep. 
Lemire with a vote in the affirmative and the meeting was ad- 
journed at 12:05 P. M.

The Coos County Delegation met at the Berlin Court House, 
in Berlin, N. H. August 28, 1973. 


Chairman Fortier called the meeting to order at 1:30 P. M. 
Roll Call found the following members present: Fortier, Oleson, 
Huggins, Brungot, Gagnon, Pryor, Metcalf, Theriault, Bushey, 
Valliere, Deselits and Kidder present. 


Chairman Fortier spoke briefly about the building com- 
mittee meeting and gave results of the meeting obtaining a price 
of $500. per acre for the land being considered for a new nurs- 
ing home. 


Rep. Brungot made a motion to authorize the County Com- 
missioners to take an option on the 15 acres of land at $500. 
per acre for the purpose of buying the land. This was seconded 
by Rep. Bushey and the vote was unanimous in favor of the 
motion. 


Mr. Fred King brought up the proposed new accounting sys- 
tem and the firm who was making the study. He stated the other 
counties in the state are changing to the new system. He gave a 
cost of $12,000. which included the bookkeeping machine at 
$8600., with printing costs auditing and training at $2000. 
and the remainder would be for other study and fees. Discussion 
followed. 


Rep. Oleson made a motion that the delegation authorize the 
County Commissioners with a committee of three appointed 
by the chairman to accept some new accounting system, which 
would not cost more than the $12,000. and report back to the 
finance committee. The chairman appointed Rep. Pryor, Rep. 
Drake and Rep. Fortier to be on the committee. A roll call vote 
was requested by Rep. Pryor and the delegates voted as follows: 
Voting ‘Yes’. Fortier, Oleson, Huggins, Brungot, Kidder, Bushey, 
and Theriault. Voting ‘‘NO’’. Gagnon, Desilets, Metcalf, Pryor, 
and Valliere. And the chairman declared the vote carried. 


Sheriff Martineau spoke concerning purchasing a 14 passenger 
van to transport prisoners which would be paid through the 
Crime Commission, but the counties share would be $375. Dis- 
cussion followed. Rep. Kidder made a motion that the chairman 
investigate and report back to our next finance meeting concern- 
ing the Crime Commission purchasing such a vehicle for trans- 
porting prisoners. This was seconded by Rep. Theriault and the 
vote was favorable. 
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Commissioner Corrigan spoke about keeping Mr. Fred King 
as County Coordinator for the remainder of the year. Discussion 
followed. Rep. Brungot made a motion to authorize the com- 
missioners to take $1500. from other unexpended sources to keep 
Mr. King on in his capacity until the end of the year, seconded 
by Rep. Kidder. Roll Call vote as follows: Voting ‘’Yes’’. Fortier, 
Oleson, Huggins, Brungot, Kidder, Bushey, Theriault, and Val- 
liere. Voting ‘‘No’’. Gagnon, Desilets, Metcalf and Pryor. The 
Chairman declared the vote in favor of the motion. 


Treasurer John Morton spoke on revenue and investments. 
Rep. Bushey moved to adjourn and seconded by Rep. Oleson 
and vote was favorable and the meeting adjourned at 3:25 P. M.

The money was not used for the re- 
pairs on the Lancaster Court House and this should be carried 
Over in a special reserve fund and the delegation would have 
to meet before the end of the year to vote on same. 


Chairman Fortier stated he would call a meeting of the dele- 
gation at the Berlin Court House sometime in December to act 
on the necessary things mentioned as soon as information was 
available. 


Mr. King explained procedure in building a nursing home by the 
county or by an individual and how they would be certified. 
Discussion followed about nursing home and its cost after it 
was built.

Mr. King presented each of the members of the delegation a 
copy of Statement of Income for the Coos County Nursing Home 
for the eleven months ending November 30, 1973 and presented 
charts showing income and costs on a patient day basis. Supt. 
Bouchard spoke about increase in Social Security but it would 
not apply to the ones in the nursing home as it is being paid un- 
der medicaide. Mr. King stated that the farm and nursing home 
were paying its own way. 


The same bookkeeping system set up by J. E. Rich & Co. 
are being used in Cheshire, Grafton and Belknap counties. 


Rep. Pryor asked for a report on the bookkeeping machine, 
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but was told it would be explained later. 


Discussion on progress of the new nursing home in Berlin 
was brought up at this time. Cost for running home in Berlin 
would be about the sameas in West Stewartstown as milk, garden 
produce and beef could be raised at the Coos County Nursing 
Home Farm in West Stewartstown, N. H. 


The County Commissioners had retained a firm to have a final 
proposal for the delegation by early February to be presented to 
the public. Rep. Pryor asked for a copy of the letter as of De- 
cember 13th which was sent to the state for a request for a hear- 
ing. Mr. King stated he would have a copy for each member of 
the delegation. Mr. King presented a letter to be signed by the 
delegation to authorize the commissioners to go ahead with the 
necessary work to obtain the required information on the 
nursing home and it was signed by all members present except 
Rep. Pryor and Rep. Metcalf and they gave their reasons for not 
signing. Discussion followed. 


The Capital Reserve Fund was brought up at this time and 
Commissioner Brungot asked Mr. King to explain the Capital 
Reserve Fund. Mr. King said the reason for this fund was to be 
able to carry over the money for the jail windows until 1974 
was that the money from the Crime Commission did not come 
in until November which was too late to get the work done. 
The money for incinerator of $3000. and Nursing Home _plan- 
ning and Bookkeeping machine of $7000. and $12,000. re- 
spectively could not be used until next year and would have to 
be carried over as payments could not be made at this time. 
Discussion followed. 


Rep. Oleson moved that the following items be set aside in a 
Capital Reserve Fund and said sums to be used for the expressed 
purposes stated. This was seconded by Rep. Brungot.

Report of County Commissioners 


Coos County had a busy and successful year in 1973. Many 
new programs were instituted and old ones were expanded as our 
goal of better services and controlled expense continued to show 
progress. This year saw a 3% reduction in total County taxes. 


After several months of study and research we recommended 
to the County Delegation and received approval for a new 
machine accounting systems for all County departments. The 
J. E. Rich Company of Concord designed and supervised the in- 
stallation of the system which is effective January 1, 1974. More 
detailed, ,accurate and timely information will be available to all 
department heads and the more concise information available 
should make County government more understandable to the 
citizens. 


In conjunction with the new accounting system the J. E. 
Rich Company made an eleven month analysis of the County 
Home operation in West Stewartstown. The results of this an- 
anysis showed that the County nursing home is not only able 
to give the best in care to its patients but can do so at no cost 
to the taxpayers. In the 1974 budget the Nursing Home again 
is forecast as a breakeven operation despite the pressures of 
inflation and ever increasing costs. In the 1974 budget the 
Home, Jail and Farm each have their own budgets and the 
catch all item of “‘Institution”’ has been eliminated. 


In June the Commissioners asked the Area Dairy Agent and 
the University of New Hampshire to make a survey of the farm 
operation at the Home in West Stewartstown. The results of this 
survey were atso most gratifying as it shows that this operation 
also Operates in the black even after providing the Home & Jail 
with milk, meat and produce as well as labor and other services. 
Again this year the dairy herd was rated by the Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association (DH.1.A.) as being number one in 
production per cow in Coos County and Essex County in Ver- 
mont among all dairy farms. The last State D. H. |. A. report 
lists the Coos County herd as the 9th highest producing herd 
in the State of New Hampshire out of a total of 178 in its cate- 


gory. 


For the first time Coos county was involved in a rather ex- 
tensive summer youth employment program which proved to be 
very successful. It appears now that the County will be involved 
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in more manpower programs in 1974. A detailed summary of the 
summer program is included elsewhere in this annual report. 
Also, during 1973 the County participated in the Emergency 
Employment Act and had several participants of this program 
working in the County. 


The biggest news in 1973 was the survey of nursing home 
needs in the County and an analysis of what possible alternatives 
to institutionalism of older people might be available. The pre- 
paration of the final plan to deal with these problems will be 
presented to the public early in 1974. The Commissioners are 
hopeful that the Delegation will approve their proposal for this 
new nursing home complex. If approval is received construction 
will begin in 1974. 


Another important development in County services in 1974 
will be the discontinuance of the Surplus Commodity Program 
on June 30, 1974. We hope that the State of New Hampshire 
will develop and have available by that date a food stamp pro- 
gram that will fill the void left by the loss of surplus food. The 
introduction of the Flat Grant payment system by the State 
Welfare Department may have a severe impact on local welfare 
costs but it is too soon to predict the exact effect on County 
Welfare costs. 


We wish to thank the County Delegation, the employees of the 
County and all the citizens for helping us in carrying out the pro- 
grams of the County in 1973. We look to 1974 as a year for con- 
tinued services to the people of Coos County.

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In all forty-four felony matters were disposed of by pleas of 
guilty, verdicts of guilty by the Court and by the jury. Several 
matters were disposed of on a reduced charge. Some matters re- 
sulted in not guilty verdicts. 


Several appeals from district and municipal court decisions 
were prosecuted before the Superior Court with and without a 
jury, as were a number of non-support cases. In addition several 
serious misdemeanors arising out of criminal activity, fish and 
game and motor vehicle violations were prosecuted in the various 
district and municipal courts in the county. Advice was rendered 
to the several governmental and law enforcement agencies in the 
county.

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REPORT OF THE COOS COUNTY CONSERVATION DISTRICT 


To the Board of Commissioners, Delegates and Citizens of 
Coos County: 


The Coos County Conservation District received more re- 
quests for assistance in 1973 than in any other year. 342 individ- 
uals were furnished soils information to support their applications 
for installation of individual sewage disposal systems and sub- 
division of land. Technical assistance was given the Coos County 
Farm for the improvement of farmland through the use of 1100 
feet of underground tile drainage. 

One outstanding achievement this past year was obtaining a 
full-time soil scientist. With the increasing development going on 
throughout the county and only an outdated 1943 Soils Survey 
for guidelines, a soil scientist is very essential. 

The District received a County appropriation of $5000. Al- 
most $3000 of this was used for clerical salary for one-half year. 
Approximately $800 of the $1500 budgeted for operating expen- 
ses was used. This $700 savings was possible since nearly $2000 
in contributions were received from individuals, banks and busi- 
nesses in the county. The support for our conservation program 
is increasing annually. 

Through contributions of banks and loan institutions we were 
able to sponsor a conservation education booklet, ‘“The Earth 
Our Home In Space’”’ for all 5th and 6th Grade students. 

Technical services were provided to 25 units of government 
including selectmen, planning boards, conservation commissions 
and fire departments, on various resource problems. 

We published 3 newsletters, sponsored a conservation poster 
contest for 6th Grade students and supported 4-H Conservation 
Projects. The circulation of our newsletters is nearly 2500 and we 
hope to be able to expand our mailing list to make more people 
aware of our services. 

Our thanks to the County Commissioners and the County 
Delegates for their support of our activities.
